Ferrer's Ghost to Walk 


Again in Turbulent 


Spain Tomorrow 


In Spain the ghost of Ferrer will 


not down, and the fifty-fourth anni- 
versary of the birth of the "martyr 
to the cause of liberty" will be cele- 
brated tomorrow 
in JtJarcelona and 


other industrial centers. Since 
the 


day when Ferrer was shot in the 
trench of Montjuich, Spanish Repub- 
licans and Socialists have celebrated 
both his birthday and *Bis "martyr- 
dom " Don Antonio Maura was Prime 
Minister when the 
founder of 
the 


Modern Schools was executed after a 
secret court martial. A few days later 
the Maura ministry fell, and the inter- 
national protests against the Ferrer 
verdict were the principal cause of 
its undoing. The successor of Don 
Antonio was recently assassinated, 
and, in the opinion or many, the Fer- 
rer agitation was responsible, al- 
though the late Prime Minister was a 
liberal and had denounced the hasty 
and ill-advised procedure in the Fer- 
rer case. ' me blood of martyrs is the 
seed of the church"—and of the ene- 
mies of the church and royal regime. 
Few movements become powerful un- 
til they have had a martyr, and re- 
publicanism in Spain 
has 
gained 


greatly from Ferrer's tragic death. 
"The tragedy at Montjuich will fre- 
quently be invoked to harass other 
ministries 
in 
Spain," predicted a 


newspaper correspondent soon 
after 


the execution, and the prediction has 
already come true. 


Francisco Ferrer, saint and martyr 


of atheism, was born at Alella, a town 
near Jarcelona, on January 10. 1S59. 
His parents.were poor, and he had lit- 
tle formal education. At an early age 
be became a shop boy, and in his 
young manhood be was a railway 
ticket inspector. From hfs youth he 
was a Republican and an anti-cleric. 
He took part in the Zorilla revolution, 
and for this was exiled, spending sev- 
eral years in Paris. 
In the City of 


Light he found many kindred spirits, 
among them Mllo. Ernestine Mounier, 
a convert to many advanced ideas. 
When she died she left part of her 
fortune to Ferrer, and this provided 
him with an income of $7.000 a year. 
He returned to Spain to become an 
advocate of education for the masses, 
with the ultimate object of overthrow- 
ins the monarchy and founding a 
republic on its ruins. He taught that 
only through popular education could 
republican ideals Be realized, and that 
force was worse than futile. It has 
been 
alleged 
that Ferrer. 
while 


preaching against capitalism, himself 
lived the life of a capitalist, but this 
is denied by William Archer, the Eng- 
lish author and 
critic, who spAnt 


"everal months in Spain investigating 
the Ferrer case. Mr. Archer wrote: 


"Though now a rich man. be in no
